JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.—A 
bill to forbid the sale in Missouri 
of goods produced in other states 
by child labor was introduced in 
the Senate today by Senator Kin- 
ney of St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has appointed a 
committee of high officials to frame 
@ uniform national power policy. 
He took this step during con- 
troversy within the administration 


on how far the Government should 
go in competing with private pow-/ : 
er companies in the Tennessee Val- ; : . 


ley. 

In a letter to Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes, chairman of the com-/ 
mittee, President Roosevelt said 
that the policy established would 
“apply to existing projects, such as 
Boulder Dam and portions of the 
TVA, and to all new power de- 
velopments as they are completed 
during the next few years.” 

The committee was asked to 
frame a policy covering power gen- 
eration, transmission and distribu- 
tion. 

In addition to Ickes, its members 
are Frederic A. Delano, uncle of 
the President and vice-chairman of 
the National Resources Committee; 
Robert E. Healy, member of the 
Securities Commission; Morris. L. 
Cooke, Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministrator, and Frank R. Mce- 
Ninch, chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission. 

In a letter to Ickes, the Presi- 
dent said early completion of the 
Bonneville power project on the 
Columbia River prompted him to 
name the committee. 

Power This Year. 

“Power. from the Bonneville pro- 
ject will be available for disposi- 
tion this year,” he wrote. “There- 
fore, legislation is immediately 
necessary. 

“At the same time, it is highly 
advisable that such legislation con- 
form to a national] power generat- 
ing, transmitting and distributing 
policy, such policy to be uniform as 
far as practicable or advisable. 

“This.does not mean identical 
rates in every part of the country, 
but it does mean uniformity of 
policy. This policy once estab- 
lished, will apply to existing pro- 
jects, such as Boulder Dam and 
portions of the TVA and to all new 
power developments as they are 
completed during the next few 
years. 

“Instead of asking the National 
Power Policy Committee of last 
year to reconvene, I am asking you 
to serve as chairman with the fol- 
lowing gentlemen as an informal 
committee to make recommenda-

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Two men 
wanted by police in connection with 
the killing of Frank Cicero of Stam- 
ford, Conn., at a dinner in the ball 
room of the Manhattan Opera 
House Sunday night were surrend-. 
ered by their attorney today. Police 
said they were Gabriel Kiahr and 
Joseph Berger. Gabriel Klahr's 
brother, Harry ,is still being sought | 
for questioning. 

Still in the tuxedos they wore to 
the banquet, the men appeared at 
a precinct police station with their 
lawyer. As they were taken by de- 
tectives for questioning, the attor- 
ney, Jerome Rosenhaus, = said: 
“Klahr and Berger were at the ban- 
quet, all right, but they deny par- 
ticipating in any way in the stab- 
bing.” 

Both Klahr and Berger, Rosen- 
haus said, were investigators for 
the board of the Cloak Makers and 
Dress Makers’ Union. 

The killing took place in the 
presence of 700 gay guests, during a 
fight at a table in which bottles 
and dishes were thrown. 

Not until dawn-——six hours after 
the crime—were the 700 guests al- 
lowed to leave the scene. They 
were forced to take their places 
at tables in the glass ballroom on 
the sixt# floor of the opera house, 
and then could leave only by twos 
and threes as detectives finished 
questioning them.

Charles Hayden, New York banker who died recent- 


ly, was recognized ag a public-spirited and philan- 
thropic citizen. Conspicuous among his benefactions 
was his gift of $150,000 in 1934 for equipping the 
planetarium in New York which bears his name, but 
his contributions to public causes throughout his life 
far exceeded this‘amount. After his death came 
Hayden's greatest philanthropy, made known only on 
publication of his will: the bequest of about’ $47,000,- 
000, comprising the greater part of his estate, for a 
foundation for the “moral, physical and intellectual) 
development of boys and young men.” 


The gift is comprehensive, providing for direct 


help to needy individuals, for educational institu-

Trotsky in Mexico 


From the New York Times. 


AS Leon Trotsky at last found in Mex: 
tco his longed-for haven for “study and’ 

literary efforts’?’ Or will this wanderer 
presently become again such a storm center’ 
as to cause, south of the Rio Grande as s0 
many times elsewhere, his enforced depar- 
ture? The answer probably will not depend 
entirely, and perhaps not even primarily, 
upon Trotsky himself. 
: President Cardenas’ offer of asylum to 
the man who for nearly two decades has 
been the foremost opponent of the present 
| dictator of Soviet Russia does not necessar- 
ily mean, as has been so widely suggested, 
that the head of the Mexican state is a 
Trotskyist or that he is planning to put into 
effect a more radical domestic program. 

Cardenas is not a theorist or an intellec 
tual. He knows little of, and is even less in- 
terested in, the doctrinal differences and fac 
tional quarrels among various groups of So 
cialists and Communists. Apparently, he 
was moved to open the door to the exile 
at th 
véra, himself a Trotskyist, for whom the 
President has a deep admiration. 

Certainly the pledge exacted from Trotsky 
before permission to enter was granted— 
“non-interference in Mexican politics and 
absolute abstention from actions which 
might hamper Mexico’s relations with other 
countries”—indicates that he is not expect- 
ed to advise either in the domestic or for 
eign affairs of Mexico. 


Though within the first few days on Mex 
ican soil Trotsky publicly appealed for an 
“impartial trial” of the controversy between 
him and Stalin and denounced the latter as 
“sabotaging the Spanish revolution in order 
not to frighten the French bourgeoisie,” there 
ig no reason to suppose that he does not 
sincerely desire to devote himself to the 
study of Latin America and the completion 
of his biography of Lenin.

Scarcity and War. 
“The trouble is that when we do 
it on a e scale, it becomes of- 
fensive to the sensibilities of most 
people. The only way we havé dis 
covered to avoid that difficulty is 
patriotically to call our young men

going to destroy anything in our 
home country, but go over across 
the river and burn that city there.’

With a kind of militant enthusi- 
asm, she told of the loyalty of such 
students to their work. “That fam- 
ily of five is in such poor circum- 
stances,” she said, “that the mother 
has to feed them on 21 cents a day. 
Twice a week she sends the chil- 
dren to one of the big bakeries to 
bargain for a dozen loaves of bread 
that has been brought back on the 
wagons. She takes a quart of milk 
a day and those two items consti- 


‘tute the greater part of their diet. 


But she realizes that her children 
are entitled to more than mere ex- 
istence and has encouraged them 
in their desire for good music in- 
struction.’ -When the trio is 
asked to play, as it frequently is, at 
a gathering too far from home for 
them to walk, the mother often has 
to refuse them permission because 
there simply isn’t carfare.
